Board Members. All were confirmed by the Senate and immediately began their service. For most new 
Board Members, learning how the Board conducts its business can be overwhelming. Unfortunately, their 
first quarterly meeting was virtual, which added to the difficulty. They came to the meeting prepared, did not 
hesitate to ask questions when necessary, and participated in the discussions and debates. | look forward 
to meeting them face-to-face at our next meeting. Look for more information regarding the membership 
changes a little later in this newsletter. 


Throughout the pandemic, the Board has continued to carry on with the necessary work of issuing licenses 
and conducting investigations. Like the rest of the world not meeting face-to-face, we met virtually to conduct 
quarterly Board Meetings and Division Meetings. With the world changing around us, and in order to keep up 
with changing business practices, Jerrod Hogan chaired a virtual Ad Hoc Committee Meeting. Members JC 
Rearden, Chad Greer, David Smith, Bob Shotts, and Noel Fehr worked to see if changes to the Board Rules 
governing immediate personal supervision as a result of the extensive use of remote workplaces might be 
necessary. The committee will be presenting several potential rule improvements to the full Board at the next 
meeting for review and adoption that will help clarify proper immediate supervision while working remotely. 


lam very proud of the effort by the outstanding staff in Jefferson City to keep the day in and day out business 
of the Board progressing under difficult conditions. Applications for licensure were generally handled in the 
same timeframe as before the pandemic. It was rewarding to see quite a number of emails sent to our staff 
thanking them for quick responses. 


Another indicator of a busy 2020 for the Board and staff can be found in the 2020 Year-end report and 
contained later in this newsletter. A total of 1,235 new licenses for all four professions were granted last 
year. Forty-three discipline and complaint cases were closed while 36 new complaint cases were filed, and 
investigation started. In addition, there were 15,515 license renewals. As long as | have been affiliated with this 
Board, providing outstanding customer service has been paramount, and that did not change during COVID.

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ARCHITECTURAL DIVISION LETTER

| was recently asked to explain “technical submissions,” a term that has been in Missouri statutes since 
2014 andis commonly found inthe licensing laws of many other states. It reminded me that, as time passes, 
there are benefits in revisiting old topics to refresh memories, as well as to keep new licensees informed. 
Technical submissions are defined in Section 327.411.1, RSMo, which reads “Technical submissions shall 
include, but are not limited to, drawings, specifications, plats, surveys, exhibits, reports, and certifications 
of construction prepared by the licensee, or under such licensee’s immediate personal supervision.” 


Simply stated, technical submissions are the documents that, when finalized, must be sealed by the 
appropriate licensee with the specialized training and experience of a licensed professional required to 
protect the public’s health and safety. This is not to say that every document produced by a licensee 
must be sealed. For example, proposals and cost estimates are not included in the list because they 
do not require the specialized training of a licensee to produce. As defined in the Board’s Rules and 
Regulations, a record drawing of as-built construction based on information that has been provided by 
others is not required to be sealed by a licensee; however, if the licensee does seal such a document, then 
the licensee must clearly state any limits to accuracy of the information that the licensee is attesting to 
by affixing his or her seal to the document. See Board Rule 20 CSR 2030-3.060(7). While reviewing this 
section of the rules, please take the time to read Board Rule 20 CSR 2030-3.060(5), which deals with any 
changes to a document that you have sealed. Specifically, it states “Any additions, deletions, or other 
revisions are prohibited unless signed, sealed, and dated by the licensee who made the revisions or under 
whose immediate personal supervision the revisions were made.” Of course, this assumes that you have 
not been replaced as the licensee in responsible charge per Board Rule 20 CSR 2030-13.010(4)(E). 


Itis worth noting that many things did get accomplished during the past year despite the disruption created 
by the pandemic. Our Board met quarterly, complaints were investigated, hearings were conducted, and 
license applications were processed along with the Board’s other customary administrative duties. With 
regards to candidates for initial licensure in Missouri, NCARB was able to accelerate its plans to offer 
a remote proctoring option for the Architect’s Registration Exam (ARE). No longer is a candidate for 
licensure required to travel to an exam center, if he or she doesn’t want to. The new remote proctoring 
option became available on December 16, 2020. Prior to implementation, our Board and NCARB had 
many discussions with candidates who would be taking the exam. Some new rules went along with the 
new program that also affected the people who chose to continue taking the exam at a test center. The 
candidates had concerns ranging from the decision to replace scratch paper with an on-line “whiteboard” 
to questions about the reliability of the technology being used. Since the new program has been 
implemented, our Board has heard no feedback from people taking the exam. It could be that the program 
is working, but it could also be that the candidates who have taken the exam under the new format are not 
certain where to take their issues. Our Board would like to hear from these people so please share this 
request with anyone you know who has taken the exam since December 16th. We ask that they contact 
the Board’s office in Jefferson City via email.

FISHING FOR ETHICS 
Since my appointment to the APEPLSPLA Board, | have been asked to give seminars, both in person and online, on 
a variety of topics affecting professional engineers in Missouri. The most requested topic has been ethics as they 
pertain to the Missouri PE. | also love fishing, since | was a child fishing with my grandfather up through today with 
my own grandchildren. So why not combine the two topics? As professional engineers should we be fishing for 
ethics or teaching ethical conduct the same way we teach our children and grandchildren how to fish. 


The terms “ethics” and “ethical conduct” often get used interchangeably, but they are not the same. Ethics can 
be described as “moral principles,” “right and wrong,” or “good and bad.” Some have unfortunately defined ethics 
by asking “does the end justify the means?” Too often ethics have been described as following a set of rules or 
standards, but that is “ethical conduct.” My definition of ethics is as follows: 


“Ethics is not something you learn in school or on the job after graduation. | believe you are molded early 
in life by those closest to you, and that ethics is part of your moral fiber.” 


That is not to say you cannot make, or be enticed to make, poor decisions later in life. Those situations happen to 
all of us, but it is how we react that sets us apart. 


Engineers are, and have been for many years, considered as one of the top five professions in the annual Gallup Poll 
on Honesty/Ethics in Professions. Nurses have locked in the top spot for many years, deservedly so during this 
period of the COVID pandemic. The responsibility to be honest and ethical in our work is paramount to protecting 
the public. It is not a choice; it is a requirement. 


As | stated earlier, ethical conduct involves following a set of rules or standards. This can be general in nature like 
the Ten Commandments, or more discipline specific like the NSPE or ASCE Code of Ethics. ASCE revised their 
Code of Ethics in October 2020 and developed four fundamental principles: 


1. Create safe, resilient, and sustainable infrastructure; 

2. Treat all persons with respect, dignity, and fairness; 

3. Consider the current and anticipated needs of society; and, 

4. Utilize your knowledge and skills to enhance the quality of life for humanity. 


ASCE further states “Engineers first and foremost, protect the health, safety, and welfare of the public.” Similarly, 
our Missouri Board Rule 20 CSR 2030-2.010 defines a code of professional conduct that APEPLSPLA uses when 
investigating complaints and enforcing discipline. You can find the Rules and Statutes on the APEPLSPLA website 
shown elsewhere in this newsletter. 


Licensure of architects and professional engineers was established by the Missouri Legislature in 1941. Similarly, 
the Missouri Conservation Commission was created in 1936 to establish and enforce regulations for hunting and 
fishing in Missouri. Ethical conduct by professional engineers and Missouri fishermen have been required for more 
than 80 years.

My question for you today is “Are we more ethical today in our practice as professional engineers?” 


My answer is YES because we are better educated, communication is faster, and we are made aware of violations 
that take place and the disciplines associated with those violations. The total number of cases reviewed by APE- 
PLSPLA are one third of what they were when | first joined the Board, and they are resolved quicker. 


Now for a test. Which picture depicts ethical conduct? 


This first picture of my granddaughter Ada in 2015 after she caught her first fish, a Crane Creek rainbow trout. We 
released it back into the creek unharmed so it could grow some more and be caught again. Ada understood the 
concept and continues to practice catch and release today. 


This second picture shows some of my uncles and cousins after fishing the adjacent Middle Fork of the Black River 
in Reynolds County, Missouri in 1945. These fish were eaten by the 24 people who lived on my great-grandparent’s 
farm, which at the time supported 5 related families. 


In my way of thinking, they both depict ethical conduct. 


Ethical conduct changes with time, circumstances and current society values. Ethics are and always will be per- 
sonal choices, based upon your individual situation and background. 


As aprofessional engineer you must make your decisions wisely and always practice ethical conduct, because you 
have the added responsibility of protecting the health, safety and welfare of the public. 
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PROFESSIONAL LAND SURVEYING DIVISION LETTER

Spring is in the air! This Spring feels extra special as an opportunity to leave the artic blast behind, usher in 
warm air and fresh growth, and finally turn a corner on all the COVID stress that has consumed our personal and 
professional lives the last 12 months. The last year has taught us so many things about ourselves, the way we 
do business and society at large. As we gear up for whatever the new normal is, many of us may embrace some 
of the technology we learned during COVID. The use of video conferencing, cloud storage, message boards, 
etc, may be challenging at times, but they create opportunities for us to streamline our operations and become 
leaner in business. As we continue down this path, | thought it would be a good time to review the Missouri rule 
on direct supervision for professional land surveyors. The rule is 20 CSR 2030-13.020 Immediate Personal Su- 
pervision for Professional Land Surveyors. While | will review a few highlights in this article, | encourage you to 
read the full text and compare the rule to your own operations. 


The first paragraph (1) says..."Immediate personal supervision is a combination of activities by which a profes- 
sional land surveyor maintains control over those decisions that are the basis for the findings, conclusions, 
analysis, rationale, details, and judgments that are embodied in the development and preparation of plats, 
maps, preliminary subdivision plans, drawings, reports, descriptions, surveys, or other technical submissions. 
Immediate personal supervision requires providing personal direction, oversight, inspection, observation, and 
supervision of work being performed.” In summary, the licensee needs to be involved throughout the process. 
If a licensee simply reviews the final product and provides his/her seal, that is what we sometimes call “rubber 
stamping” and does not satisfy the requirement of the rule. The rule goes on to explain that while face-to-face 
communication may be preferred by many, the rule does not require it. If the licensee and the persons per- 
forming the work communicate by one of the many means listed in the rule, effective personal supervision can 
be accomplished. Section (3) is also important and reminds us that as professional land surveyors, we should 
be close enough to the project and decisions that were made to personally answer questions about the survey. 
Section (4) outlines the circumstances that need to be met in order to satisfy the rule and be deemed to have 
been “prepared under the direct supervision of a professional land surveyor...” 


| have had many conversations in the past 12 months about the direct supervision rule. As so many folks have 
been locked down and working completely from home, | encourage you to review this rule and make sure your 
operations and practices comply. This ensures the drawings we sign and seal as professionals are done in ac- 
cordance with the Missouri Survey Standards and ultimately protect the public welfare. 


Lastly, |am copying this paragraph from an article | wrote last year. It seems as important now than ever. | want 
to strongly encourage each of you to talk to your fellow surveyors. If you think you found an error in another sur- 
vey or aren’t sure why another surveyor calculated the position of a corner, please reach out directly to them. | 
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have always felt like boundary surveying can sometimes feel like building a puzzle without all the pieces. Anytime | 
have reached out to another surveyor to ask for information, or discuss a discrepancy, or ask them what informa- 
tion/evidence they may have found, | almost always walk away with more puzzle pieces and more confidence in my 
final boundary opinion. | have been surprised at the number of complaints the Board receives where the complain- 
ant is another surveyor and has made no attempt to reach out to the surveyor they disagree with. I’ve heard things 
like “I didn’t reach out because they are stubborn” or the other side asking “Why didn’t the complainant just call 
me so we could share notes and work this out?” |am drawn to the MSPS surveyor’s creed. It says... “I pledge:.....To 
place service to others before personal profit, the honor of the land surveying profession before personal advan- 
tage and the public welfare above all other considerations.” It seems we have an opportunity, if not an obligation, 
to work together to solve our differences. The State of Idaho recently changed their rules to require surveyors to 
come together to work out “material discrepancy” (IDAPA 10-0102-1801). While | believe that most Missouri sur- 
veyors already practice this courtesy, | would encourage any surveyor who might disagree with another surveyor, 
or who is considering filing a complaint, please reach out first and try to work it out together. This common profes- 
sional courtesy will do a few things, it may improve the quality of your survey, it will strengthen the profession, it 
may save Board resources to investigate complaints, and it protects the public welfare by eliminating some of the 
differing opinions. 


It is an honor to serve on the Board and as the Professional Land Surveying Division Chair, | would love to hear from 
licensees in the State to understand any issues affecting Professional Land Surveyors.

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PROFESSIONAL LANDSCAPE ARCHITECTURAL 
DIVISION LETTER

With 2020 behind us, | think we all are hopeful that 2021 will bring a return to some sort of normalcy. The 
Board and its Divisions have continued to meet virtually and despite wanting to have face-to-face meetings, 
we have made the virtual meetings work well. This is in large part due to the hard work of Judy Kempker and 
her staff. Board Chair, Bob Hartnett, was also instrumental in arranging the virtual meetings. 


In addition to the Missouri Board meetings being virtual, CLARB has conducted all of its Regional and 
informational meetings virtually. CLARB has indicated that the 2021 Annual Meeting will be held in Phoenix, 
Arizona in September and will be in a hybrid format. It is likely that many of the licensing jurisdictions will 
continue to have travel restrictions at that time. Therefore, the CLARB Board wanted to make both options 
available to facilitate attendance at the meeting for as many individuals as possible. 


As | had noted in previous reports, CLARB has begun offering remote testing/proctoring of the L.A.R.E. 
Beginning with the December 2020 exam, sections 1 and 2 of the examination were offered in an on-line 
proctoring format. During the remote examination, no breaks will be allowed. In addition only a clear glass 
of water will be allowed and no physical calculators or scratch paper can be used. Electronic calculators and 
white boards are provided through the exam software. However, examinations through test centers will still 
be available to candidates who desire that format. 


The L.A.R.E. is currently offered three times a year in two week windows. On-line proctoring for sections 
3 and 4 is currently not being offered. The L.A.R.E. has changed format over the years and will continue to 
be updated to reflect the current practice of Landscape Architecture. | still remember the grueling two and 
one half days of in person examinations that many of you went through.

Global Pandemic and Board Operations. 


When the Fall/Winter issue of Dimensions was published on November 1, 2020 social distancing and other 
public health safety measures had become the norm and we faced drastically scaled back — if not cancelled — 
Thanksgiving and numerous religious celebrations with the weight of an ever-growing and staggering number 
of deaths worldwide from the COVID-19 pandemic. Each of our lives had been markedly affected on March 
11, 2020 when the World Health Organization officially declared COVID-19 a global pandemic — changing the 
way we worked (or if we were furloughed or lost our jobs); gathered with our families, friends, and colleagues; 
performed volunteer work; shopped; traveled; accessed the healthcare system; fed our families; and planned 
for the future. We focused on staying healthy while doing what we could to safely support local businesses and 
our communities. Development of a safe and effective vaccine was imperative — more so as the virus began to 
mutate into even more contagious and/or lethal versions. An optimistic timeframe of 18 months to two years 
was the publicly stated goal for the scientific process to take place, but there was actually no guarantee this 
aggressive timeline could be achieved. 


“When scientists began seeking a vaccine for the SARS-CoV-2 coronavirus in early 2020, they were careful not to 
promise quick success. The fastest any vaccine had previously been developed, from viral sampling to approval, 
was four years, for mumps in the 1960s. To hope for one even by the summer of 2021 seemed highly optimistic.” 
[Nature, 18 December 2020] 


However, “the research that helped to develop vaccines against the new coronavirus didn’t start in January 
[2020]. For years, researchers had been paying attention to related coronaviruses, which cause SARS (Severe 
Acute Respiratory Syndrome) and MERS (Middle East Respiratory Syndrome), and some had been working on 
new kinds of vaccine — an effort that has now paid off spectacularly.” [Nature, 18 December 2020] 


So with the issuance by the U.S. Food and Drug Administration on December 11, 2020 of the first emergency 
use authorization for a vaccine to prevent COVID-19 (or lessen its effects) in individuals 16 years of age and older 
hope was possible. The light at the end of the pandemic tunnel we'd all been waiting for started to glimmer just 
a bit. The glimmer turned to a brighter light in late January 2021 with the roll out of a structured Federal guidance 
and vaccination supply-chain for the States and other U.S. jurisdictions to use. 


Who among us isn’t ready to get back to life before COVID-19? | know I'll be ready — based on guidance from 
public health officials as to when and how to do so safely — to gather with close family and friends; travel; dine 
out; shop; and attend in-person meetings again. Who knew at the beginning of the public health protective 
measures put in place in March 2020 that we would find ourselves missing in-person meetings quite so much? 
Thankfully the technology was available to meet remotely, but it didn’t take long to realize on-line meetings were 
no substitution for in-person meetings. 


The last time APEPLSPLA met in person was in July 2020; and that was after the May 2020 meeting had been 
converted to a remote meeting based on safety concerns. All Board, Division, and other meetings conducted 
after July were done remotely. However, with vaccination administration now significantly underway nationally —

and deaths dropping in many jurisdictions — the Board carefully resumed meeting in person again with the April 
19-20, 2021 meeting. Social distancing, mask wearing, and other safety measures will continue to be followed for 
the foreseeable future to protect members of the public who wish to attend any of the Open Meetings; licensees 
or other persons appearing before a Division or the full Board, court reporters (when needed), Board staff, Board 
Members, and hotel staff. In addition, the three national organizations in which APEPLSPLA participates as a 
member [Council of Landscape Architectural Registration Boards (CLARB), National Council of Architectural 
Registration Boards (NCARB), and National Council of Examiners for Engineering and Surveying (NCEES)] had 
also ceased in-person meetings early in 2020, but now hope to resume some form of scaled back in-person 
meetings later this year. 


It is a credit to Board Members and staff that the operations of the Board — even during months when staff was 
asked to work from home for their own protection — did not suffer or, for that matter, slow down throughout 
the pandemic. Board Members and Board staff were committed to ensuring the public was protected and the 
Practice Act was enforced. Processing of general inquiries, applications for initial licensure or license renewal, 
help for current licensees seeking assistance, receipt of complaints from members of the public or others, and 
the investigation of on-going complaints went on without any break in service. The Board can be very proud of 
this accomplishment as it continues to work on behalf of Missouri residents.

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BEWARE THE “SIGNING PROFESSIONAL” TRAP

The Board was recently informed that a Missouri professional land surveyor received a solicitation from an employ- 
ment agency on behalf of a professional land surveyor seeking employment as a “signing surveyor.” The person 
offered to sign and seal plats working remotely from information developed by others and sent to him for sealing. 


Such an arrangement raises serious concerns under the Missouri rules regarding immediate personal supervision. 
This presents another opportunity to review the requirements of immediate personal supervision as specified 
under Missouri law. 


The term “immediate personal supervision” comes from the statute at Section 327.411.1, RSMo, which states: 


Each architect and each professional engineer and each professional land surveyor and each professional 
landscape architect shall have a personal seal in a form prescribed by the board, and he or she shall affix the 
seal to all final technical submissions. Technical submissions shall include, but are not limited to, drawings, 
specifications, plats, surveys, exhibits, reports, and certifications of construction prepared by the licensee, 
or under such licensee’s immediate personal supervision. Such licensee shall either prepare or personally 
supervise the preparation of all documents sealed by the licensee, and such licensee shall be held person- 
ally responsible for the contents of all such documents sealed by such licensee ... [emphasis added] 


Further, the Board’s rule at 20 Code of State Regulations 2030-3.060(9), regarding seals, states that “the signing 
and sealing of technical submissions not prepared by the licensee or under his/her immediate personal supervi- 
sion is prohibited.” 


Chapter 13 of the Board’s rules, 20 CSR 2030-13.010 and 13.020, define the terms of immediate personal supervi- 
sion at length. For architects, professional engineers, and professional landscape architects, Subsection (4) speci- 
fies that the requirement of immediate personal supervision is satisfied only if four criteria are met: 


1. The client must request the preparation of the technical documents directly from the licensee or an em- 
ployee under the licensee's organizational structure, and not through a third party; 


2. The licensee must provide initial direction in development of the design, must supervise each step of the 
preparation of the technical submissions, and must have input into their preparation prior to their comple- 
tion; 


3. The licensee may not be employed solely for the purpose of reviewing and approving technical submissions 
prepared by an unlicensed person, employee, or contractor of the client; and, 


4. The licensee must review the final technical submissions and be able to make changes, and must do so if 
necessary and appropriate. 
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BEWARE THE “SIGNING PROFESSIONAL” TRAP CONTINUED 


There are additional provisions for situations where a licensee may take responsibility for a project when the origi- 
nal licensee in responsible charge becomes unavailable, where the work is a site adaptation of a standard design 
drawing, or where the work is a design drawing signed and sealed by an out-of-jurisdiction licensee. 


Supervision requirements for professional land surveyors are set in a separate rule, 20 CSR 2030-13.020. These re- 
quirements parallel the language of 20 CSR 2030-13.010 in most respects, but incorporate the kinds of documents 
generally prepared by professional land surveyors. An additional subsection (5) sets forth specific responsibilities 
of a supervising surveyor: 


(A) Supervise and review prior to making the survey the acquisition of all necessary records and data includ- 
ing, but not limited to, deeds, maps, certificates of title, abstracts of title, section line, and other boundary line 
locations in the vicinity; 


(B) Supervise and review prior to making the survey the analysis of all the record data in order to determine the 
most nearly correct legal boundaries of the tract to be surveyed; 


(C) Supervise and review the investigation of the selection of the ground control (such as section corners, 
block corners, Survey corners, or other corners or monuments found) as a result of the filed survey to be used 
to position the survey on the ground; and 


(D) Supervise and review the execution of the survey, the survey computations, and the preparation of the 
drawing. 


In addition, Subsection (6) reminds the professional land surveyor that all survey documents must be signed and 
sealed according to Section 327.411, RSMo. 


The kind of “signing professional” arrangement proposed by the person mentioned above does not appear to take 
into account the supervision requirements of these sections. It assumes that the clients whose work the signing 
professional reviews would communicate with the persons referring the documents, not with the professional or 
his staff. He proposes to review work already initiated and completed by others, in violation of the requirement of 
initial direction and ongoing supervision of each step of the process, and in specific violation of the prohibition on 
employment solely for the purpose of reviewing the work of others in Subsection (4)(C). 


The Board has prosecuted and imposed discipline in many cases involving “plan stamping,” in which a licensed pro- 
fessional merely reviews and seals the work of a draftsperson, contractor, or other unlicensed person without es- 
tablishing any relationship with the client or conducting any supervision of the project before the completed plans 
are presented for sealing and signature. The Board firmly insists on the requirements that the sealing professional 
provide initial direction and oversight of each step of the design process, and not merely place a stamp of approval 
on someone else’s work after the fact. 


There is nothing inherently wrong with performing professional services remotely. 20 CSR 2030-13.010(2) pro- 
vides that a licensee may communicate with the persons performing work under review in a number of ways, in- 
cluding “direct face-to-face communications; written communications; U.S. mail; private express package delivery; 
electronic mail; facsimiles; telecommunications; or other current technology.” In the era of COVID much work that 
would previously have been performed in person has shifted to remote technology. Such adaptations are accept- 
able under the supervision requirements of Missouri law, as long as the licensee “retains, maintains, and asserts 
continuing control and judgment” over the work product from the outset of their employment. 


Business practices in the professions licensed under Chapter 327, RSMo, are constantly evolving, and the Board 
maintains an ongoing process of review to make sure that its rules and procedures are consistent with the chang- 
ing environment while still maintaining principles that protect the public. The Board is currently conducting a review 
of the supervision requirements of 20 CSR 2030-13.010 and 20 CSR 2030-18.020 to be sure they anticipate and 
reflect sound practice in each of the professions.

UNLICENSED PRACTICE: 

As you can see, in 2020, the Board had 11 complaints filed against 
individuals and 5 complaints filed against corporations which were 
charged with practicing architecture, engineering, land surveying 
and/or landscape architecture without being properly licensed. 
If an individual or corporation refuses to voluntarily cease and 
desist all illegal activities and to conduct all future activities in 
compliance with Chapter 327, RSMo, then the Board can request 
the Attorney General’s office to file suit in the appropriate 
circuit court seeking an injunction to restrain that individual 
or corporation from practicing architecture, engineering, land 
surveying and/or landscape architecture without a license. 
Another option the Board has is to seek authority to assess a civil 
penalty. A civil penalty imposed under Section 327.077, RSMo, 
can be as high as $5,000 for each offense. However, each day 
of a continued violation constitutes a separate offense, with a 
maximum penalty of $25,000.

BURDINE, DAVID D., PLS-2004001328

Burdine signed and sealed a survey plat for an owner who was consolidating two subdivided properties into one. He considered the plat a 
“consolidation survey.” In developing the consolidation plat, he worked from boundary surveys by other professional land surveyors which 
he did not prepare. He did not conduct a field investigation in which he surveyed all the boundaries of the combined property. He staked the 
home, investigated easements, and located some of the corners which corresponded to corners on the prior surveys. He calculated a curve 
on the consolidation plat to approximate the area of the property. Burdine attached a certification to the consolidation plat that the survey 
was in accordance with the current standards for urban class property boundary surveys as established by the Department of Agriculture. 
However, he acknowledged that the survey did not meet the Missouri standards for property boundary surveys set forth in 20 CSR 2030, 
Chapter 16. 
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Burdine entered into a settlement agreement effective December 5, 2020, by which he agreed that his license as a professional land surveyor 
would be placed on probation for a term of one year, expiring December 4, 2021.

KRAFFT, JAMES D., PE-2004000809 
Wildwood, Missouri 


Krafft performed engineering services for an unlicensed individual who designed fire suppression systems under the name of an 
unincorporated business. He was listed as a 1% owner of the business, although he had no financial stake or operational control of the 
business. The unlicensed technician developed client relationships and designed systems, which Krafft sealed after the fact, without 
providing immediate personal supervision of the development of the plans. The documents bore a title block showing the name and address 
of a different company, which did not hold a certificate of authority for engineering. The documents sealed were preliminary in nature. 


Krafft admitted that by this course of action, he sealed documents not prepared under his immediate personal supervision in violation 
of Section 327.411.1, RSMo, and 20 CSR 2030-3.060(9) and 20 CSR 2030-13.010(1) through (5); assisted in the unlicensed practice of 
professional engineering in violation of Section 327.076.2(1), (7), (8), and (9), RSMo, and 20 CSR 2030-2.010(3)(F); violated the title block 
requirements of 20 CSR 2030-2.050(2)(A), (B), (G), and (H); and by sealing documents which were preliminary in nature without indicating 
that they were preliminary and not for construction, violated 20 CSR 2030-3.060(7). 


Krafft entered into a settlement agreement effective January 6, 2021, by which he agreed that his license as a professional engineer would 
be placed on probation for a term of three years, expiring January 5, 2024.
